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Enrollment  reaches  new  high  of  949  students 


Even  though  last  fall's  record  got  smashed 
by  just  five  students,  another  enrollment 
high  of  949  registered  here  in  late  August 
as  PC  embarked  upon  its  101st  year. 

The  total  maintains  the  ratio  of  55 
percent  men  and  45  percent  women 
which  college  officials  have  set  as  a  good 
student  body  balance. 

Admissions  statistics  indicate  that  the 
261  entering  as  freshmen  (155  men  and 
106  women)  came  from  a  pool  of  911 
applicants.  Of  this  latter  number,  72 


percent  were  accepted  and  40  percent  of 
these  accepted  candidates  eventually 
enrolled  here. 

The  leading  states  represented  among 
the  new  freshman  class  are:  South 
Carolina,  with  120;  Georgia,  100;  Florida, 
21;  and  North  Carolina,  11.  These  figures 
emphasize  the  steady  growth  in  PC's 
popularity  among  Georgians  and  a 
dramatic  jump  in  Florida  students  over 
those  from  North  Carolina,  which  has 
traditionally  run  third  in  the  yearly 


tabulations.  Several  other  states — plus 
Japan  and  Nigeria — also  are  represented 
among  the  first-year  group. 

PC  began  its  1981-82  session  with  a 
convocation  involving  the  entire  student 
body  and  faculty.  President  Orr  presided 
over  the  occasion  addressed  by  Dr.  James 
E.  Bostic,  Jr.,  textile  executive  who  serves 
as  chairman  of  the  South  Carolina 
Commission  on  Higher  Education.  Dr. 
Bostic  spoke  on  "The  Value  of  Your 
Education  in  the  1980's."

In  administrative  shift: 


Ed  Campbell  moves  to  development 
as  Mumford  heads  business  office 


In  an  administrative  change  that  will 
broaden  Presbyterian  College  fund- 
raising  efforts,  G.  Edward  Campbell  this 
month  became  regional  director  of 
development  after  long  years  of  service 
as  business  manager  and  treasurer. 

Frank  A.  Mumford,  controller- 
accountant  in  the  business  office  the 
past  eight  months,  succeeded  to  the 
position  of  business  manager  and 
acting  treasurer. 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  explained 
that  Campbell  will  have  primary 
responsibility  for  the  eastern  portion 
of  South  Carolina  as  part  of  the  PC 
development  team  headed  by  James  F. 
Dickenson,  the  development  director 
who  will  coordinate  activities.  In  addi- 
tion, Dr.  Harry  B.  Beverly,  Jr.,  will 
continue  to  serve  as  regional  director 
for  Georgia  and  Mrs.  Janet  P.  Roberts 
as  development  associate. 

"Ed  Campbell's  long  tenure  with  the 
college  and  association  with  its  constit- 
uencies will  make  him  a  valuable  addi- 
tion to  our  development  team,"  Dr.  Orr 
said.  "He  has  done  some  very  effective 
fund-raising  work  in  the  past  while  in 
the  business  office.  Now,  he  can  devote

himself  full-time  to  this  field." 

Development  director  Dickenson 
added:  "We  are  pleased  to  have  Ed 
Campbell  on  our  development  team." 

Frank  Mumford,  the  new  business 
office  head,  joined  the  PC  staff  last 
December.  He  came  from  the  position 
of  bursar  at  Eastern  Illinois  University 
and  earlier  served  two  years  as  an 
accountant  with  the  firm  of  Larsson, 
Woodyard  and  Henson,  CPA's.  His  BS 
degree  is  from  Eastern  Illinois.  Dr.  Orr 
said  of  him: 

"In  the  months  Frank  Mumford  has 
served  this  college,  he  has  demon- 
strated unusual  fiscal  acumen.  I  am 
confident  he  can  provide  Presbyterian 
College  able  leadership." 

The  president  pointed  out  that 
Presbyterian  College — having  just 
completed  successfully  its  Second 
Century  Fund  campaign  at  $11.3 
million — is  planning  ahead  for  the 
challenging  decades  of  the  1980's  and 
1990's.  He  said  the  goals  being  set  in  a 
new  long-range  plan  are  sizeable  ones 
that  demand  a  fully  staffed  develop- 
ment office.  These  immediate  goals 
include  renovation  of  old  Leroy  Springs 


Gymnasium  into  a  student  activity 
center,  remodeling  of  Jacobs  academic 
building,  construction  of  a  new  fine 
arts  center  and  endowment  additions  of 
$1  million  annually. 

With  the  opening  of  the  1981-82 
session,  Ed  Campbell  began  his  32nd 
year  on  the  Presbyterian  College  staff. 
He  started  as  registrar  in  1950,  right 
after  receiving  his  BS  degree  with 
honors  in  mathematics.  In  1956,  he 
became  business  manager  and  then 
added  the  responsibility  of  treasurer 
two  years  later.  During  the  past  23 
years  in  this  dual  capacity,  Campbell 
also  has  assisted  in  various  PC  fund- 
raising  programs  while  being  active  in 
off-campus  civic  and  religious  en- 
deavors— including  being  moderator  of 
the  Synod  of  the  Southeast. 

Ed  Campbell  said  of  his  new  position: 
"I  view  this  as  an  exciting  new 
opportunity  to  continue  to  render  a 
significant  service  to  the  life  of  Presby- 
terian College.  Our  college  is  very 
worthy  of  any  investment  we  can  make 
in  terms  of  time  and  effort  as  well  as 
funds.  I  value  the  relationship  I  have 
always  had  with  so  fine  a  school  as  PC."

Frank  Walton,  executive  vice- 
president  in  charge  of  marketing  with 
the  Travelers  Insurance  Companies,  will 
receive  the  Alumni  Gold  P  for  out- 
standing accomplishments  in  his  chosen 
profession.  He  has  been  associated  with 
the  large  Travelers  organization  since 
1952  and  is  now  recognized  as  a 
national  leader  in  the  insurance  field. 

The  alumni  board  selected  Dr.  "Newt" 
Gaston  for  the  1981  Alumni  Service 
Award  in  recognition  of  his  many  years 


of  devoted  service  to  PC.  Taking  time 
away  from  his  full  medical  practice, 
he  has  raised  funds  and  recruited 
students  for  the  college,  been  a  class 
agent  for  many  years,  headed  the 
Alumni  Association  as  president  and 
served  both  as  a  trustee  and  member 
of  the  board  of  visitors.

Two  full-cost,  four-year  Quattlebaum 
Scholarships  will  be  awarded  to 
the  best-qualified  freshmen  enrolling  for 
the  1982-83  session  at  Presbyterian. 

Started  last  year,  it  is  a  program  for 
intellectually  gifted  students  that  already 
gains  distinction  among  the  South's 
prestigious  academic  awards  for  under- 
graduate study.  Each  recipient  receives  a 
four-year  grant  covering  tuition,  room, 
board  and  general  fee — a  total  value  of 
more  than  $22,000.  Financial  need  is  not 
a  factor. 

Quattlebaum  Scholarships  represent 
only  the  peak  of  PC's  total  financial 
assistance  program  which  last  year 
provided  $1.9  million  in  aid  to  approxi- 
mately 65  percent  of  the  student  body. 

Just  over  one-fourth  of  this  amount — 
$539,644 — came  from  college  funds  set 
up  as  scholarships,  grants,  loans  and  work 
opportunity.  Special  state  and  Federal 
funds  added  $831,053  through  the  South 
Carolina  Tuition  Grants,  Pell  grants  and 
direct  student  loans;  and  students  re- 
ceived $502,591  from  other  sources  such 
as  ROTC,  private  foundations,  Social 
Security  and  guaranteed  loans. 

These  figures  back  up  the  PC  claim  that 
the  college  tries  to  meet  the  real  need  of 
every  qualified  student.  Officials  direct 
this  promise  to  qualified  high  school 
seniors: 

"Do  not  let  the  somewhat  higher  price 
tag  of  a  fine  private  school  prevent  you 
from  enrolling  here.  If  you  need 
assistance,  our  comprehensive  financial 


PC  boards  review  plans

For  example,  Quattlebaum  semi- 
finalists  and  finalists  are  considered 
for  other  academic  grants,  and  there  are 
numerous  additional  programs  in  various 
categories.  The  range  includes: 

Founder's  Scholarships — four  full- 
tuition  grants  (each  worth  $14,000  over 
four  years)  awarded  annually  on  superior 
intellectual  ability,  leadership  and 
character. 

Alumni  Scholarships — six  one-half 
tuition  grants  ($7,000  each)  awarded 
annually  on  the  same  basis  as  the 
Founder's  grants. 

Belk  Scholarships — ten  given  annually 
for  outstanding  intellectual  ability,  with 
grants  of  $1,000  per  year. 

Dillard-Elliott  Scholarships — a  number 
given  each  year  for  unusual  academic 
merit.  Each  provides  up  to  $1,000 
annually. 

President's  Scholarships — five  given 
each  year,  regardless  of  need,  in 
recognition  of  outstanding  leadership 
in  high  school,  church  and  community 
activities.  Each  grant  amounts  to  $1,000 
annually. 

Music  Scholarships — five  $1,500  grants 
annually  to  persons  of  unusual  musical 
and  academic  ability. 

Church  Vocation  Grants — ranging 
from  minimum  stipend  to  full  cost  to

candidates  studying  for  a  church 
vocation.  Also  rebates  to  active  full-time 
ministers  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  US. 

ROTC  Scholarships — full  tuition  and 
fees  plus  $100  monthly  paid  by  the  Army 
to  recipients  chosen  for  academic  merit, 
leadership  and  motivation. 

Athletic  Grants — offered  in  some 
sports  to  athletically  gifted  men  and 
women. 

The  S.  C.  Tuition  Grants — a  broad  aid 
program  for  South  Carolina  residents 
attending  PC  and  other  private  colleges 
of  the  state,  providing  up  to  $2,000  per 
year. 

In  addition  to  these  specific  programs, 
there  are  other  forms  of  aid,  Federal 
grants  and  loans  as  well  as  campus  work 
opportunities.  PC's  director  of  student 
aid  welcomes  the  chance  to  work  with 
candidates  in  meeting  their  individual 
needs. 


Annual  Giving  spurts  to  $209,238 

Maintaining  its  record  pace  on  the  strongest  alumni  support,  Annual  Giving  reached 
$209,238  by  September  16  and  registered  a  26  percent  increase  over  this  time  last  year. 

Response  by  former  students  accounts  for  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  total — 
amounting  to  more  than  $140,000  on  1,163  gifts.  This  means  that  almost  one  out  of 
every  four  PC  alumni  already  has  joined  the  big  effort. 

Gifts  by  parents  and  friends  also  were  up  substantially  as  this  vital  PC  program 
prepared  to  enter  the  final  quarter  in  quest  of  the  $360,000  goal  for  1981. 

Alumni  directors  and  class  agents  promoting  the  program  urged  all  other  alumni 
as  well  as  parents  and  friends  to  support  Annual  Giving.  It  is  a  major  source  of  college 
income,  with  funds  going  primarily  for  current  operations.  Below  is  a 
comparison  with  last  year:

With  $25,000  challenge  grant: 


Callaway  Foundation  helps  restore 
PC's  famed  Callaway  tennis  center 


Forty-three  years  ago,  industrialist 
Cason  Callaway  of  LaGrange,  Ga., 
gave  to  Presbyterian  College  some  of  the 
South's  finest  all-weather  tennis  courts 
that  enabled  PC  to  become  a  national 
tennis  center. 

This  facility  is  now  being  completely 
rebuilt  on  the  strength  of  a  $25,000 
challenge  grant  from  the  family's  Fuller 
E.  Callaway  Foundation  of  LaGrange 
and  matching  funds  contributed  by 
other  Georgia  friends  and  alumni. 

The  new  Callaway  Courts  will  be 
rededicated  at  Homecoming  on 
October  24 — part  of  the  1  p.m.  Alumni 
Association  program  in  Belk. 

Constructed  at  a  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $50,000  during  August  and 
September,  the  six-court  layout  behind 
Douglas  House  retains  its  all-weather 
quality  through  the  use  of  an  asphalt 
foundation  topped  by  acrylic-based 
Plexipave  covering.  It  is  a  hard  surface, 
similar  to  PC's  six  other  tennis  courts 
located  adjacent  to  Templeton  Center. 


The  old  facility's  soft  rubicourt 
surface  had  finally  reached  a  bad  state 
after  four  decades  of  almost  constant 
year-round  service. 

Low  bid  for  the  work  went  to  Howard 
B.  Jones  &  Sons,  Inc.,  of  Columbia, 
tennis  court  specialists  ranging  through- 
out the  Southeast. 

After  the  first  Callaway  Courts  were 
built  in  1938,  Presbyterian  College 
became  a  recognized  center  for  exhibi- 
tions, clinics  and  tournaments  of  the 
United  States  Lawn  Tennis  Association, 
and  PC  teams  ranked  for  a  number  of 
years  among  the  top  ten  nationally. 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  pointed 
out  that  tennis  emphasis  continues 
today — not  only  with  good  varsity  teams 
but  also  among  the  students  generally 
as  the  lifetime  sport  with  greatest  rate 
of  participation.  For  this  reason,  the 
new  Callaway  Courts  fill  a  need  that 
will  greatly  enhance  both  the  athletic 
enjoyment  and  physical  fitness  of  most 
PC  men  and  women,  he  said. 


Wilder  Scholarship  honors  parents 


The  Shadie  S.  and  Robert  P.  Wilder 
Scholarship  Fund  is  being  established 
at  Presbyterian  College  by  their  son 
and  daughter  to  honor  this  couple 
who  made  a  major  contribution  to 
the  Clinton  community  as  leaders  in 
its  public  school  system. 

Creating  the  fund  are  Donny  Wilder, 
editor  of  The  Clinton  Chronicle,  and 
his  sister  Delle  of  New  Hartford, 
Conn. — wife  of  Richard  Gasque,  also 
formerly  of  Clinton  and  now  an  execu- 
tive with  the  Torrington  Division  of 
Ingersoll-Rand. 

The  donors  have  made  an  initial  gift 
and  plan  to  add  to  it  within  PC's 
permanent  endowment  to  perpetuate 
the  Wilder  Scholarship.  When  funded 
to  the  point  of  becoming  active,  the 


scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  students 
"whose  education  has  been  interrupted 
or  delayed  because  of  family  responsi- 
bilities or  because  of  financial  diffi- 
culties." Priority  will  go  to  a  Clinton 
High  School  graduate,  a  Woodruff  High 
graduate  and  an  English  major. 

The  provision  to  help  older  candi- 
dates stems  from  the  fact  that  Mrs. 
Shadie  Wilder  entered  PC  later  in  life, 
on  a  valedictory  scholarship  more  than 
20  years  after  she  had  finished 
Woodruff  High  with  top  honors.  She 
was  graduated  from  Presbyterian 
College  in  three  years  with  a  BA  degree 
in  1954 — the  same  week  that  son  Donny 
received  his  degree  from  Furman 
University.  Mrs.  Wilder  then  had  more 
than  15  years  as  an  effective  English 


Adams  provides  fund 
to  memorialize  wife 

Beginning  next  fall,  the  Katherine 
Shadwell  Adams  Scholarship  will  provide 
financial  assistance  to  Presbyterian 
College  students  in  need. 

The  fund  has  just  been  established  as 
a  memorial  to  his  wife  by  Hubert  Adams 
of  Westminster,  S.  C,  with  an  initial  gift 
of  $10,000.
